After examination, the IPO considers that the subject invention disclosed in ROC 
(Taiwan) Patent Application No. 089112389 under re-examination has the following 
indefinite points as stated in EXPLANATION (3). The applicant is requested to file 
a response in duplicate by 2 October 2003 if any substantive counter-evidence or 
arguments are present. If the applicant fails to reply within the time limit, the IPO 
will not grant an extension and will render a decision on the basis of the materials on 
hand to avoid accumulation of patent cases. 

EXPLANATION : 

(1) If any amendment is effected, it should be effected according to the provisions of 
the Patent Law, Articles 44, 44-1 and 102-1, the Enforcement Rules of the Patent 
Law, Article 28, and the Announcement Jyh-Fa No. 0918600118-0 issued on 8 
November 2002 by this Office, and a government fee of NT$ 1,000 for 
amendment should be paid. (If the applicant makes supplements or amendments 
to the specification or drawings, a written application for such supplements or 
amendments in duplicate, a marked-up version of the amended specification or 
drawing pages in duplicate, and a replacement, non-marked-up version of the 
amended specification or drawing pages in triplicate shall be submitted. If the 
supplements or amendments render the page numbers of the original specification 
out of succession, the whole specification with the supplements or amendments 
in triplicate shall be submitted.) 

(2) If the applicant wishes to appear before the IPO for a face-to-face demonstration 
or explanation, please explicitly indicate "Interview Requested" in the response. 
The place and time for conducting an interview will be arranged if the EPO 
considers it necessary and a government fee of NT$2,000 should be paid. 

(3) After re-examination, the examiner has the following comments: 

(A) The subject application relates to a method for monitoring a semiconductor 
factory automation system, comprising at least a server. 
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(B) According to the description of the specification, the method of the subject 
application comprises the following steps: a) providing server state 
information to a real-time database from at least one server, wherein the 
server state information includes an availability of a central processing unit, 
an availability of a disk and a state of a program process related to the 
server; b) storing the processor state information in the real-time database; c) 
retrieving the server state information to monitor the server; and d) 
displaying the server state information retrieved, characterized in that the 
method monitors at least one server in real time so that an operator can 
easily locate a failure of at least one server. Please refer to the citations, 
ROC Patent Publication No. 344,477 (application No. 86219223), and 
pages 477 to 479 of a book entitled "AUTOMATION PRODUCTION 
SYSTEMS, AND COMPUTER INTEGRATED MANUFACTURING" and 
written by Mikell P. Groover. Thus, the subject application utilizes 
conventional technology or knowledge known prior to subject patent 
application, can be easily accomplished by persons skilled in the art and 
lacks an inventive step. The subject application does not conform to the 
provisions of Paragraph 2 of Article 20 of the Patent Law and should not be 
granted a patent.

SUBJECT : The subject matter shall not be granted a patent. 
BASIS : Paragraph 2 of Article 20 of the Patent Law. 
REASONS : 

(1) The present invention, entitled "SEMICONDUCTOR FACTORY 
AUTOMATION SYSTEM AND METHOD FOR MONITORING AT 
LEAST ONE SERVER IN REAL TIME," relates to a method for 
monitoring at least one server that is applied to a semiconductor factory 
automation device. The present invention is directed to a processing 
method for a semiconductor factory automation system. 

(2) The main technique used in the present invention resides in the steps of: 
"providing server state information from at least one server to a real-time 
database, wherein the server state information includes an availability of a 
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central processing unit, an availability of a disk and a state of a program 
process related to the server; storing the processor state information in the 
real-time database; and displaying the server state information retrieved." 
The present invention is characterized by "monitoring at least one server in 
a real time so that an operator can easily locate a failure of at least one 
server." However the method for monitoring server state information has 
been disclosed in other published patents, such as ROC (Taiwan) Patent 
Publication No. 344477 ' (Entitled: Network Server Monitoring Device, 
Attachment 1). The cited patent is also adapted to monitoring more than 
two network servers, wherein each network server is provided with a 
display port and an input device port. Aspects of a factory automation 
system of the present invention, such as displaying, storing, monitoring and 
transmitting, etc. have also been disclosed in many books for automation, 
such as the cited book, Pages 477-479 of "Automation Production Systems, 
And Computer Integrated Manufacturing" which was written by Mikell P.- 
Groover (Attachment 2). Therefore, the technical contents and features of 
the present invention utilize conventional technology and knowledge 
known prior to applying for patent and can be accomplished easily by 
■ persons skilled in the art. Thus, the subject application does not meet the 
inventive step requirement. 

In view of the above, the application does not conform to the provisions of 
Raragraph 2 of Article 20 of the Patent Law and patent rights are ,not granted 
thereto.
